King Pontiac Champion, who thus becomes the 14th cen- 
tury sire. Not only that, but he is the only living century 
son of a century sire and he is the only century sire living 
or dead whose sire and grandsire have each produced 100 
or more A. R. O. daughters. There are only four other 
century sires that have produced as many 30-lb. daughters 
as King Pontiac Champion, two of the four being his own 
sire and grandsire. King Pontiac Champion is, however, 
the only living century sire to have as many as 16 30-lb: 
daughters. 

King Pontiac Champion has made his, reputation largely 
during the past two years. For/two years now his daugh- 
ters have won sufficient association prize money for butter- 
fat and milk production to put him in fourth place as a 
money-winning sire. Last year he was one of the leading 
money-winning four generation group. At the end of 
the official year 1916-17 he had only 62 A. R. O. daughters, 
his largest record daughter having only 28 lbs. By the 
end of the next year he had raised his list to 75 with eight 
30-lb. daughters, the 30-lb. records all being made after 
January Ist, 1918. Since May Ist, 1918, he has become a 
century sire, having added to his list 8 new 30-lb. daugh- 
ters, while three of his former 30-lb. daughters have a 


Tis fourth sire to round out a 


second time crossed the 30-lb. line, 
one of them making over 38 lbs. He 
is the only sire in the world whose 
daughters have made 19 30-lb. rec- 
ords within two years. He is one of the six sires that have 
16 or more 30-lb. daughters. His daughters are also making 
good in long time test, one of them breaking the Wisconsin 
state record for both butter and ‘milk, being the first cow 
in the state to beat Colantha 4th’s Johanna for butter pro- 
duction. Her records won third Association prize for 
the year. 

It was in 1910 that Fred Pabst, proprietor of Pabst 
Stock Farm at Oconomowoc, Wis., purchased King Pontiac 
Champion of the Stevens Bros.-Hastings Company of Liv- 
erpool, N. Y., where he was bred. He is a son of King 
of the Pontiacs, who at that time had thirty odd two-year- 
old daughters with records up to 26 lbs., none of his daugh- 
ters at that time, having: freshened for a _ second 
time. Mr. Pabst could not, therefore, have been 
influenced to buy him simply because of the reputa- 
tion of his sire. He must have bought him because he be- 
lieved that King of the Pontiacs was destined to become 
one of the greatest sires of the breed; because he realized 
that the dam, Maid Mutual De Kol, a 31-lb. daughter of De 
Kol 2d’s Mutual Paul, was one of the greatest cows of 
her time, being the first 31-lb. cow to have a 25-lb. dam, 
and likewise because he perceived that the young King

Pontiac Champion was individually one of the most prom- 
ising sons of his sire, a prize winner in fact at New 
York State Fair. Truly the future justified Mr. Pabst in 
his purchase. King of the Pontiacs, as we all know, be- 
came one of the most famous sires of the 

breed, having more A. R. O. daughters, more ‘ 

30-lb. daughters and more 40-lb. than any 
other sire in the world by a substantial mar- 
gin. Likewise King Pontiac Champion him- 
self proved to be a sire of wonderful tran:- 
mitting power, as is evidenced by the work 
of his daughters. 

Practically every one of his 105 A. R. O. 
daughters was bred at Pabst Stock Farm, ex- 
eept the first crop which were bred before 
Mr. Pabst purchased him. All except five of 
the entire list made their best records at 
Pabst Stock Farm, although a few of them 
have made splendid records elsewhere. His 
daughters have seldom been offered for sale, 
but at the Milwaukee sale in 1918, Bell Farm, 
Coraopolis, Pa., purchased Pabst Cynthia, at 
that time a 31-lb. four-year-old for $2500.00 
and has since made a 38-lb. record on her, 
making her the highest record daughter of 
her sire. Another daughter Champion Beauty 
Hengerveld at Tranquillity Farm, Allamuchy, 
N. J., has made a record of 31.29 lbs. butter 
from 685.2 lbs. milk. A third daughter, Pabst 
Carnation, after making a 31-lb. 4-year-old 
record at Pabst Stock Farm, was sold to 
Carnation Stock Farm, where she raised 
these figures to 32.34 lbs. H. C. Gates of Can- 
ton, Pa., made a 20-lb. record on a 3-year-old 
daughter of King Pontiac Champipn, and 
Flock Brewing Company also of Pennsyl- 
vania, made 13.5 lbs. on another 3-year-old. So 
far as the writer can determine however, the ?Y 
balance of the wonderful records that have 
been made by daughters of King Pontiac Champion were 
all made at Pabst Stock Farm.

Pontiac Champion made records as two-year- 
olds. The entire list of 70 averages 17.01 
lbs. thirteen as shown by the above list 
have records from 20 to 25.37 lbs.; 19 others 
have records above 17 Ibs. and only 19 out of 
the entire list of 70 two-year-olds fall below 
15 lbs.

may reserve to themselves the 
producer’s right to a just share in 
the value of their milk, butterfat, but- 
ter, cheese and other dairy products. 
Like the submerged people of history 
who stood so much and then rose up to 
assert their rights, the dairymen of 
California have announced that hereaf- 
ter they shall receive for their product 
a price whioh will enable them to re- 
ceive a fair wage and a fair profit on 
their investment. 

As a means of asserting their rights 
the dairymen have organized and today 
are in the manufacturing, as well as in 
the producing business. Like the fruit 
growers, the bean growers and the 
honey producers that went before them, 
the dairymen have studied the business 
phasd@s of the game and are deter- 
mined to see it through. They have 
gone so far already that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in operating miik 
products factories, transportation equip- 
ment, etc., are material evidence of what 
the dairymen, militant, can do as an 
organized, aggressive unit. 

It has been the history of coopera- 
tion among producers in the manufac: 
ture of raw products into saleable 
foods and the distribution of the same 
that the benefit to the consumer has 
been quite as pronounced as that to

In Cali- 
fornia the dairyman is paying $100 a 
month and board for milkers whereas 
half the sum would suffice before the 
war; he is paying from $18 to $22 a 
ton for alfalfa hay whereas less than

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South American Trade Development 


RESENT indications point very clearly to the devel- 
P opment of trade relations with South American 

countries that should mean a great deal to the Hol- 
stein industry—undoubtedly a great deal more than will 
come from the European demand for our cattle. A Wash- 
ington correspondent mentions probable orders from South 
American countries for 8,000 to 10,000 heifers, open and 
bred, 1 to 3 years of age, at $300 to $800 each, and about 
200 real top-notchers for show purposes at $1500 each. A 
Government report just received tells of the plans of 
the Brazilian government for the purchase of 120,000 bulls 
of all breeds during the next ten years, or an average of 
12,000 bulls a year. According to this report, the Minister 
of Agriculture of Brazil has asked for an appropriation of 
over $3,600,000 for the purchase of pure bred sires alone. 
According to our best information the prime requisite with 
these foreign buyers will be size and health with good 
condition. With our home demand for improved cattle 
greater than it has ever been before and the prospect for 
its continued increase through the better appreciation of 
the value and importance of dairy products, these foreign 
orders, when they develop, are almost certain to make 
prices for high class dairy cattle higher than they have ever 
been in the past. You cannot get away from the law of 
supply and demand and that is a guarantee that Holstein 
prices will continue on the up-grade. In particular we 
look for a stronger demand for purebred bulls. The sub- 
ject is being given more attention and publicity than it ever 
has before, so that many dairymen who have always got 
along with a scrub sire will make an effort for better things. 
And it is certain that with the prospect for a continued 
strong demand for the best, discriminating purchasers can 
afford to pay and will pay big money for bulls that will 
produce the right kind of stock for them. And it will be 
sound business judgment, too.

That the breeders of Minnesota are con- 
vinced of the soundness of the idea as a state business 
proposition is proven by their own action as they have now 
made it a requisite for membership in their State Holstein- 
Friesian |Association, that the herd must be put under 
federal supervision, looking forward toward the accredited 
herd list. Virginia has also made a great stride along this 
line, in fact has more accredited herds today than any other 
state in the union. Other states are taking it up in a 
judicious way and the fact that there has been an increase 
in the total number of herds going into this plan within the 
past year, from 100 per cent to 400 per cent is pretty 
conclusive evidence of the way our breeders at large, of 
all breeds, feel about this plan as a business proposition. 
Its importance and desirability is emphasized by the pros- 
pect for the development of a heavy trade in high class 
cattle—Holsteins preferred—with our South American 
neighbors who, it is understood, will accept cattle from 
federal accredited herds \vithout further tests, thus doing 
away wtih much of the red-tape that has been the bugbear 
of our exporters in the past. Everyone knows that the 
tuberculin test has its limitations but breeders who are 
willing to face the fact, pretty generally admit that as a 
general proposition, it is the best thing we have at present, 
And when you have gone that far, there is no getting away 
from the accredited herd plan because it gives you the 
publicity and recognition that is worth every cent the 
whole thing costs. We urge the careful consideration of 
Mr. Dennis’ letter by other State Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tions as it deals with a subject that you cannot afford to 
disregard however disagreeable it may be. Nothing is ever 
gained by trying to fool yourself and dodge the real facts 
in any situation. 


Progress of Accredited Herd Work 


HE progress of the accredited herd plan of tubercu- 
: losis eradication is very clearly shown in the de- 
partment circular 54, recently issued by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. This circular gives a complete 
list of the herds of all breeds officially accredited as free 
from tuberculosis and of herds that have passed success- 
fully one test with a view to certification. This list shows 
that a total of 782 herds have already been accredited, 
showing a total of 12082 purebreds and 6,939 grade animals. 
This is an increase of 110 per cent purebreds and 477 per 
cent in grade animals during the past year. There is also 
a phenomenal increase in the number that have success- 
fully passed one test without reactors in the herd. 6,535 
different herds are thus represented with a tucal of 39,558 
purebreds and 57,685 grades. This is an increase of over 
25,000 purebreds and almost 50,000 grades during the past 
year. It should be a source of pride to Holstein men that 
the purebred and grade Holsteins in accredited herds out- 
number all other breeds by a substantial margin, the 
total being 6,005 head as against 4,904 for the Jersey 
breed, Guernseys coming third with 2,905 head. Among 
the purebred animals alone, the Jerseys lead by about 300 
head but this number is wiped out by the overwhelming 
number of grade Holsteins in Accredited Herds; in fact 
there are almost as many grade Holsteins in Accredited 
Herds as all other breeds combined, there being over 3,200 
out of a total of 6,900. 

The lists by states reveal some rather unexpected fig- 
ures. Virginia has a substantial lead in the number of 
Accredited herds, having 196 such herds as against 139 for 
the District of Columbia and 131 for Minnesota. Minne- 
sota however has by far the largest number of purebred 
animals in accredited herds, the total .being 3,428, the 
nearest competitor being North Dakota with 1,374 head.

Her name is North Country 
Dutchland Alice, 290478, and she has hung up a remark- 
able record of achievement. Freshening first at the age 
of 1 year 9 months 28 days she made a record of 17.30 Ibs. 
putter, 337.7 lbs. milk. In connection with these records 
we will consider also the work of her twin sister, North 
Country Ladoga Dutchland Alice, as the performance of 
this pair of twins as yearlings and 2-year-olds has never 
peen equaled by any other set of twin heifers. The twin 
sister at the age of 1 year 11 months made 18.06 lbs. butter 
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413.5 lbs. milk in 7 days, thus beginning on the world’s 
record average for twin yearlings. Coming back just in- 
side of a year the subject of this sketch made at the age 
of 2 years 9 months and 3 days a 7-day record of 31.07 lbs. 
butter, 513.3 Ibs. milk in 7 days with a 30-day production 
of 115.8 lbs. butter 2210.9 Ibs. milk. For these records she 
was awarded $54.00 in prize money for that year, ranking 
very close to the top in both the 7 and 30-day divisions. 
The twin sister a’. 2 years 10 months made 26.23 lbs. but- 
ter 533.6 lbs. miJ« in 7 days, 105.33 Ibs. butter, 2267.8 Ibs. 
milk in 30 days winning also $54.00 prize money on this 
performance. Thus the twin 2-year-olds show an average 
production of 2.65 lbs. butter, 523.45 lbs. milk in 7 days— 
a showing which is approached by no other pair of twins of 
the breed under 2 years of age.

Covering the past months records 
of the five cow testing associations in 
Bradford County, Pa., the four high 
cows of the Associations were all pure- 
bred Holsteins. The productions of 
these four. cows for the month’s 
record range from over 73 pounds of 
butterfat to over 77 pounds with milk 
yields ranging from over 1600 to over 
2200 pounds per cow.

There is an insistent demand for 
more associations and a remarkable 
increase and interest in purebred cat- 
tle, of which the Holsteins are getting 
their share. We have some very ex- 
cellent Jersey, Guernsey and Milking 
Shorthorn cattle in this county which 
on a number of occasions have stood 
high in their productions but the past 
month has revealed an unusual fact 
in favor of the Holstein breed.

King Segis Pontiac Alcartra 


King Segis Pontiac Alcartra one of 
the best known sires of the breed died 
recently at his home at Fairmont 
Farms, John Arfmann proprietor, 
Middletown, N. Y. Widely advertised 
as the $50,000 sire, King Segis Pontiac 
Aleartra has been making Holstein 
history for the past nine years. At the 
time of his death he had a list of 94 
A. R. O. daughters, and as he got 23 
new ones during the season of 1918- 
19, it is practically certain that he is 
to be one of our next century sires. His 
list includes a 31-lb. 4-year-old, two 29- 
lb. 3-year-olds, two 28-lb. 3-year-olds 
and no less than twenty 2-year-olds 
that have records of 20 lbs. or better, 
including a number with records of 
25 to 27 Ibs. 

He was born Nov. 16, 1910, being 
bred by Stevens Bros. Co., Liverpool, 
N. Y. He was sold by them in public 
sale, as a calf, being struck off to Mr. 
Arfmann at $10,000—at that time a 
world’s record for sale prices. In May 
1914 Mr. Arfmann sold a half interest 
in King Segis Pontiac Alcartra to the 
Lawson Holding Co., of LaGrangeville, 
N. Y., the consideration being given 
as $25,000. Ever since this purchase 
he has been known as the $50,000 sire. 
At the dispersal of the Lawson Hold- 
ing Company herd in 1918, Mr. Arf- 
mann repurchased the half interest in 
him, paying $15,600, which is a world’s 
record for public sale price of a half 
interest in a sire. His sons have been 
sold at long prices to head some of 
the best herds in the United States 
and Canada, so that he has paid for 
himself several times over. The loss 
was partially covered by insurance. 





An Illinois Leader for October 


One of the best records made in 
Illinois during the past month was 
that of Lady Bessie Fayne Korndyke 
who as a junior three-year-old has just 
completed a record of 508.5 lbs. of 
milk, and 29.35 lbs. of butter. She is 
owned by F. R. Lillie of the Buffalo 
Creek Farm, Arlington, Illinois. One 
of the outstanding features of Lady 
Bessie’s record is that she was fed a 
very ordinary ration; one that could 
be fed by any dairyman. Her ration 
consisted of a commercial dairy feed, 
bran, ground oats, ground corn, and 
oilmeal. This was fed at the rate of 


16 lbs. per day together with 4 lbs. of 
oilmeal, making only 22 lbs. of grain 
per day. With her capacity and con- 
stitution she could have easily con- 
sumed more but her owner expects to 
run her for a year’s work, so did not 
eare to force her tc «ny extent for 
the short time test. she is in very 
good condition and gives every indica- 
tion of making a creditable yearly rec- 
ord.

A PROJECT FOR STATE ASSOCIATIONS 


Editor’s Note—The following letter was written by Mr. 
Dennis, President of the Maryland Holstein-Friesian Association, 
to Secretary Geo. 'H. Hibbard, as an annual report to the 
Association. It is worthy of the most careful study. 

About a year ago, you were kind enough to elect me 
President of the Maryland Association and it is custo- 
mary for presidents at the end of their term to give some 
account of their activities. The principal work that I have 
attempted for the Association has been in the direction 
of the State’s assistance in the eradication of tuberculosis 
and I am proud to say that I gave all the assistance I could 
to the appropriation made by the Council of Defense of 
$10,000 and the subsequent appropriation to match the 
amount of money appropriated by the Federal Government 
for the prosecution of this work. I am also glad to say 
that the Democratic Party inserted in its platform a pledge 
for the continuation of appropriations for eradication of 
tuberculosis in Maryland, and I have no doubt that the next 
legislature will treat with full liberality the appropriation. 
necessary for this work. 

From a matter of theory the eradication of tuberculosis 
among cattle has arrived to be a matter of fact and neces- 
sity if the breeders of purebred cattle in ‘this state expect 
to. keep pace with the breeders of other states. I can see 
no practical purpose in breeding or raising any product 
that you cannot sell and the time is not far distant when 
there will be absolutely no sale for purebred cattle except 
from herds under Federal supervision and inspection. Even 
at the present time, under the ruling of the Department of 
Agriculture, dairy breeding cattle are not accepted for 
interstate transportation unless accompanied by a certi- 
ficate of a Federal Veterinarian, and this Federal action is 
fast being supplemented by the buying public, and, I pre- 
dict that it will not be five years until buyers will be utter- 
ly indifferent to the purchase of breeding stock except 
from Federal Accredited Herds. 

Now, if this be true, what more profitable work can this 
association engage in than working in cooperation with the 
State and Federal authorities and meeting a situation that 
has not only arisen, but a condition that is going to prevail 
in the future and one that will mean a loss of time, money 
and enthusiasm to those breeders who do not now prepare 
to meet this situation. 

Please remember that Virginia started this work some 
years ago and last year showed the largest increase in 
accredited herds over all the other states. The result is: 
Virginia cattle are maintaining a reputation for health that 
means a large increase in value to every individual, and 
further the reputation for health attracts buyers that would 
otherwise not come to that state. 

In Minnesota, the eradication of tuberculosis was under- 
taken by Dr. A. F. Woods, who is now the head of our 
Maryland Agricultural College, and that state has estab- 
lished such a reputation for freedom from tuberculosis 
that cows are actually selling there for double their relative 
value. I know this of my own experience, as I sent my 
herdsman to buy cows in Minnesota to replace those that 
I lost by reacting and for individuals that could easily be 
purchased, even under Government testing, at from $300 
to $500 in the Eastern States, excepting Virginia, I paid 
on an average of over $1,000 per head in Minnesota, and 
I am not sure but that I got the worth of my money. 

Maryland is the gateway to the South and the Holstein 
breeders of the United States are looking to the South as 
being the best field for future Holstein developments and 
there certainly is an enermous demand for tuberculosis

ALLEGHENY BREEDERS HOLD LIVE MEETING 


Holstein breeders of Allegheny County (Pennsylvania): 
enjoyed a get-together dinner at the William Penn Hote} 
Pittsburgh, on Tuesday evening, November 25th. Seventy 
five breeders, which includes practically every active Hol- 
stein man in the county, were present and after a wonder. 
fully good dinner an attractive list of addresses was pre- 
sented. 

President John A. Bell, Jr., introduced the presiding 
officer in the person of F. L. Babcock, treasurer of the. 
new organization which was formed recently through the 
offices of President D. D. Aitken and is known as the. 
Allegheny Holstein-Friesian Association. The Secretary is 
Edward Hayes of Imperial and the vice-president A. P. War- 
ren. Credit for the dinner arrangement goes to County 
Agent M. S. Grubbs who worked out the dinner under the 
direction of President Bell. 

Mr. Bell first called upon Fred Jensen, who has had’ 
charge of the testing at Bell Farm since the farm was 
started three years ago. Mr. Jensen, who had no exper- 
ience along these lines before coming to Bell Farm has 
made all the very good records that have been reported 
from that establishment. He has a nice string of semi- 
official and short time tests now under way and reports 
from Bell Farm will be particularly gratifying to those who 
admire good records both from the short and long time 
divisions. Mr. Jensen outlined the plan of feeding for test 
and feeding for official records, giving the ration used in 
both operations and the general methods of handling the 
cows while on test. His talk was particularly instructive. 
and practical and was appreciated by the breeders present. 

F. T. Price, business manager of the World, gave a gen- 
eral talk on the Holstein industry with some particular 
reference to the business of advertising Holsteins. 

A general discussion was called for by Mr. Babcock 
upon the needs of the new association and those who re- 
sponded included E. S. Bayard, editor of the National Stock-- 
man and Farmer; A. P. Warren, G. A. Burdick, Dr. F. A. 
Marshall, representative of the state sanitary live stock 
board; Dr. P. E. Quinn, federal veterinarian in accredited 
herd work; Dr. George Ely, who is head of the Federal 
Farm Loan Association; Mr. Craig and others.

Prof. A. A. Borland of the Dairy Division of the Penn- 
sylvania state college, gave the address of the evening on 
the subject of Better Holsteins. Prof. Borland developed 
his address around the fact that Pennsylvania is the center 
of the market milk region and therefore a natural center 
for Holstein activities.

MAKE MORE PRACTICAL CLASSES IN LONG. 
TIME WORK 


Editor World: 


HAVE read very carefully the article written by Presi. 

dent D. D. Aitken in the Holstein-Friesian World of 

November 15th, and was certainly surprised that the 
American Dairy Science Association or a combination of 
the State experiment stations should suggest discontinuing 
the making of any records less than 300 days when the 
seven and thirty-day records have proven to be of such 
inestimable value in establishing the production and value 
of Holsteins. 

The judgment of President Aitken and Superintendent 
M. H. Gardner, that we need these records for the interests 
of the breeder and the development of the breed, should be 
sufficient weight so that every one of the 13,000 members 
should co-operate with them in helping to maintain these 
records. We all know that the seven and thirty-day rec. 
ords have been the means of developing and placing the 
Holstein cow at the head of all dairy breeds. The won- 
derful records that have been made in the past and the 
high average prices that have been received for Holsteins 
have naturally caused a great deal of jealousy among the 
owners of other breeds, and we are wondering if it is not 
possible that the American Dairy Science Association has 
felt the influence of these breeders. 

However, we trust that before they take any definite 
steps to discontinue the seven and thirty-day work that 
they will consider carefully just what these records have 
meant in the past, and the fact that nearly every success- 
ful Holstein herd of today, has been built by selecting the 
foundation animals on their seven and thirty-day records. 
Surely the 25,000 breeders of Holsteins with their mil- 
lions of dollars investment are entiiied to some consider- 
ation, and certainly, the American Dairy Science Associa- 
tion ought not to discontinue this work until they have sug- 
gested something better. 

A great majority of Holstein breeders are unable to take 
up the long-time tests and meet the competition under the 
present system, as President Aitken says in his article 
that 42’ per cent of the Holstein breeders milk their own 
cows in test. It would be interesting to know just what 
per cent of the Jersey and Guernsey breeders milk their 
cows during the long-time test. 

The Holstein cow is a poor man’s cow, and they can 
not make rules and regulations to govern her official test, 
the same as they would in the Jersey and Guernsey class- 
es, which are owned largely by wealthy people. However, 
I feel that there is still room for improvement on our pres- 
ent system, and I believe we should have a kindergarten 
or a system which could be taken up by every breeder 
which would serve to educate him in the long-time tests 
so that eventually he would be contending for the world’s 
championship records. 

A new system for 305-day test has been suggested as 
an addition to our present system, that consists of three 
classes, A, B and C. The A class, cows that are fed and 
milked four times daily, the B class, those that are fed 
and milked three times daily, and the C class, those that 
are fed and milked twice daily, with an equal amount of 
prize money for the winner in each class. Under this sys- 
tem, the animal would compete only against those of her 
own age, working under the same requirements, and the 
first prize cow in the C division with possibly 17,000 or 18,- 
000 lbs. of milk, on two milkings a day, might be even 
superior to the cow that made 30,000 Ibs. in the A division. 
And whatever she made, it would be a true measure of her 
ability in the lactation period,.or 305 days, and breeders 
knowing the class in which the record was made could 
easily give full credit for her production. 

This new system further suggests that the records 
be made under the same requirements as the semi-official

The above list shows the twenty leading daughters of 
King Pontiac Champion in long time work.

A large percentage of his 105 daughters are still heifers 
or young cows and will be given every opportunity to in- 
crease their records. 

The fame of King Pontiac Champion should continue 
to be enhanced by the work of his granddaughters. For 
a few years past his daughters have been bred to Korn- 
dyke Segis Johanna, who is a son of the first 38-lb. cow 
and is sired by a 40-lb. son of King Segis. The heifers re- 
sulting from this cross are making splendid records, as we 
have shown, and it is believed that the future has much 
in store for these granddaughters. At present most of the 
150 daughters of King Pontiac Champion at Pabst Stock 
Farm, are being mated with Creator, who, as most of us 
know, is a son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, neither of whom need any 
introduction to the readers of the Holstein-Friesian World.

WISCONSIN JUNIOR LIVE STOCK 
SHOW 


The first week in November, 125 
boys and girls from about one-half the 
counties of the state assembled at 
Madison, Wisconsin, to attend the first 
Junior Live Stock Exposition ever 
held in America. It was held in the 
Stock Pavilion at the College of Agn- 
culture, under the auspices of the Wis- 
consin Live Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. 

This exposition was a natural 
growth of the Baby Beef shows which 
have been held for the last three years. 
Entries were restricted to boys and 
girls between ages of 8 and 20 years 
and there were classes for all the 
principal breeds of horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine. The animals shown 
included 82 baby beeves, 52 dairy 
calves, 44 lambs and 41 pigs. 

The first day was given over to the 
judging of the lambs and pigs. The 
second day the baby beeves were 
judged and in the evening a sale of 
this stock was held. The last day of 
the show was given over tothe judging 
of the dairy stock. Of the 52 animals 
shown in these classes, 15 were Hol- 
steins, 11 Guernseys, 8 Jerseys, 3 Ayr- 
shires and 15 Brown Swiss. The 
Brown Swiss show was a surprise to 
everyone, even the Brown Swiss breed- 
ers themselves. They had as many en- 
tries as any other breed and quality 
of the stock shown was excellent. 

Of the 15 Holsteins shown 9 were 
pure breds and 6 grades, 3 of the pure 
breds being bulls. The first prize heif- 
er in the Holstein class was an ex- 
ceptionally fine animal and was shown 
by Allen Aspinwall of Elkhorn. The 
first prize grade heifer was also an 
exceptionally fine individual, and was 
shown by Simon Cooper of Dousman.

In compliance with my promise 
sometime ago, I am sending you a list 
of the cows that have just completed 
their yearly test and those that are 
still on test. This list includes every 
animal that has been started and gives 
her complete work up to Nov. Ist. You 
will note that in this list there are on- 
ly four full age cows, seven of the rec- 
ords being made as two-year-olds. 

You will further notice that some ot 
these cows have been on test only 
about five months and only three of 
the sixteen have completed their rec- 
ords up to Nov. ist. This list, however, 
shows an unusually good average as 
nearly every animal in test is with 
calf so that she will calve within four- 
teen months of the time she entered 
test.

We believe that 
of this system would do much to interest : 
putting their cows in the semi-official work, oe 
percentage of those that start this work, wil] take a 
added interest in their cattle and by the increased thoy ht 
and care, they will increase production; consequent] 
profits—and they are also fitting themselves to later make 
records in the B and A divisions. A system of this kind 
will not only give the breeder added interest and increased 
profit, but will have a tendency to eliminate the practice 
that is more or less common among the dealers of fittin 
their cows for large seven and thirty-day tests, and ri 
letting them go dry five or six months. This undesirable 
practice, if continued for any length of time, can not 
help but have a very unfavorable influence on the breed, A 
record made under this new system would give the breed. 
er the maximum return for milk and butter production of 
every animal during her entire lactation period and would 
establish the real value of that animal for commercia] 
purposes. Tests of this kind are in great favor, today 
and animals that make good records even in the C divi. 
sion will find a ready market at good prices. 

Where in the past the seven and thirty-day record has 
served as a kindergarten for the longer tests, we feel that 
the requirements of the C division in the new system are 
such that it would enable a larger percentage of the breed- 
ers to take up this work and would be of even greater 
service in educating the breeder, than the short-time test 
in the past. There is still a great number of large produc- 
ing cows that have no records of any kind, and it certainly 
would be a benefit to the breed were we able to classify 
these animals that they might be bred to the large produc- 
ing sires. A large percentage of those that take up the 
work of official testing of the Holstein cow will find that 
as they take an interest in her production, from day to 
day, they will find this work so interesting and profit- 
able, that they will never be satisfied until they are mak- 
ing records in the A division and are contenders for the 
world records.

battler. The first movement toward 
unified action among the dairymen 
took place in Los Angeles when the 
Los Angeles Milk Producers Associa- 
tion was organized, S. N. Ayres, now 
general manager of the Associated 
Dairymen of California, was one of 
the leaders in this movement. Such 
representative citizens of the district 
as Colonel Ben A. Rhoades, livestock 
auctioneer and Holstein breeder; L. 
N. Gillette, a banker; George Ennis, 
dairyman, and William Rowland, pres- 
ident of the Puente Oil Company, were 
associated with Ayres and became di- 
rectors of the new organization. The 
attorney of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange, the great citrus market- 
ing body of California, was engaged 
to point out the way to the best course 
in cooperative marketing open to the 
dairymen. This early local associa- 
tion had its difficulties, but got by 
successfully. 

A short time thereafter the San 
Francisco Milk Producers Association 
was organized along similar lines and 
then Henderson went to work among 
the dairymen of the Sacramento Val- 
ley. He called a big meeting in Sac- 
ramento and out of it came the Nor- 
thern California Milk Producers As- 
sociation. The next step was the fed- 
eration of local associations into the 
Associated Dairymen of California in 
the summer of 1917 with Henderson 
as President, M. T. Freitas, a San Ra- 
fael banker, as_ vice-president and 
Ayres as general manager. 

Since that time, to go a step ahead 
of our story, local associations have 
been formed, against violent opposi- 
tion of intrenched manufacturers, in 
many parts of California—in the Im- 
perial Valley, Salinas Valley, San Joa- 
quin Valley, Humboldt County and, in 
fact, all of the important dairy dis- 
tricts of the state. 

Since many of the men identified 
with the movement were of sound 
business training, they early realized 
the necessity of following business 
principles in holding the dairymen to- 


gether and in marketing for them. It 


was known at the beginning that the 
project must be efficiently financed 
and, to do this, the dairymen were 
asked to subscribe $5 a cow. Of this 
sum 50 cents was collected immed- 
iately and the remainder, one-half at 
the end of the first year and one-half 
at the end of the second year. This 
money was needed for promotion work 
and to finance the building of plants 
for the manufacture of dairy products 
into the finished food article. 

One ofthe first things the San Joa- 
quin Valley Association did was to 
buy the plant and the business of the 
Modesto Creamery at Modesto, which 
was one of the best creameries in 
California. With an established busi- 
ness to start with, this Association im- 
mediately took its place in the trade. 
At about the same time the Northern 
California Milk Producers Association 
began work on its 125,000 milk pro- 
ducts plant in Sacramento. This plant 
was built on one of the best factory 
sites in the city, at the intersection of 
two railroads tapping dairy districts, 
and was a success from the beginning. 
Equipped with the most modern of 
dairy machinery it is able to turn out 
every conceivable kind of a dairy 
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product from whole milk to casein, 
powdered milk, etc. Whenever there 
is a surplus of one article, it can turn 
to another at a moment’s notice. 

Other central plants are being 
built or have been built in the 
State. Auxiliary to them, a num- 
ber of milk receiving and _ cool- 
ing stations are being erected in ev- 
ery locality to take the product from 
producers and ship in bulk lots to 
the main plant of the district. Where 
the district ‘is isolated, it will have 
its own complete plant. Such is the 
case in Siskiyou, in the high moun- 
tains to the north of the Sacramento 
Valley, where a complete milk pro- 
ducts plant has been built to take care 
of the output of dairymen in Scott and 
Shasta Valleys. 

The men behind the dairy move- 
ment are men of vision as well as 
practicability and the ends they ex- 
pect to reach before the big job is 
done may only be speculated upon. It 
is worth while to mention, however, 
that when the fighting stage is finally 
over and consumers as well as produc- 
ers come to realize that it is best for 
both to eliminate as much of the un- 
necessary marketing machinery be- 
tween them as possible, there will be 
great opportunity for expansion. These 
men look forward to the time when 
California dairying will be sufficient 
not only unto itself but will be able 
to ship vast quantities of dairy pro- 
ducts to the Orient, where there is 
an active demand now. The time is 
coming, too, when dairy products will 
be shipped back over the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains and the Rocky Moun- 
tains instead of flowing in the oppo- 
site direction as they do today. 

In the early stages of organization. 
it was difficult to convince many of 
the dairymen that they were not mak- 
ing a fair return on their investment. 
Hundreds of them could not be shown 
until Henderson went out with a 
blackboard, and by the use of figures, 
demonstrated that the dairymen was 
breaking even with a living only by 
working long hours, with the assis- 
tance of members of his families, 
whose labor was not being charged, 
and, in many cases, was paying his 
living expenses out of the interest 
on his capital. This should mot be: 
Henderson contended that every dairy- 
man was entitled ‘to a just return for 
his own labor and a just rate of inter- 
est on his capital. In this way, he 
aroused interest in the organiza- 
tion and drew dairymen into it. 
When the San Joaquin Valley Assc- 
ciation started to organize, Henderson 
was drafted to make his blackboard 
talks there, which he readily con- 
sented to do. 

One of the most complete addresses 
Henderson ever made on the dairy 
situation was before the California 
Creamery Operative Association. In 
some respects he was in the camp of 
the enemy, but he launched forth and 
explained the purposes of the dairy- 
men without reservation. Some quo- 
tations from this address are given 
herewith: 

Our association will increase the 
sale of our dairy products at home by 
a campaign of advertising at a very 
nominal cost to its individual mem- 
bers. 

Advertising is the public’s new ser- 
vant and the farmer’s new hired man. 
The farmer has called upon advertis- 
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ing to widen his market 

business, protect his investeman’ ~ 
advertising has made good. You a 
as consumers are getting betas 
raisins, better apples, better can : 
fruits, better lemons, better ene 
and will get better dairy products be’ 
cause of advertising and advertising 
a helped the producer make a liy. 

When in any industr 
catches demand the problems on te 
industry is no longer production: it 
becomes sales. This condition has 
overtaken several California indys. 
tries within the last decade, and it ig 
peel vy ag aga others, not only 

ere but in other parts of th 
in the future. atti. 

The Citrus Exchange accomplished 
through advertising wonderfully good 
results for the orange, lemon ana 
grape fruit growers. I wish to em. 
phasize two facts, that the dairymen’s 
Association, like the citrus exchange 
was born in the throes of dire neces. 
sity and secondly, that we can take up 
advertising only after we have worked 
out our problems of organization, have 
standardized our grades and packs, 
evolved a co-ordinated system of dis. 
tribution, have reduced our cost of 
production and selling to the minimwna 
and have improved the quality of our 
products. The difficulty of the dairy- 
men, like the orange, lemon and raisin 
growers is not over-production, but un- 
der-consumption. 

In the campaign of organizing the 
dairymen, I have laid particular stress 
upon the fact that dairying is the back- 
bone of agriculture just as agriculture 
is the backbone of the country; that 
during the war it was our particular 
duty to save our herds and to con- 
tinue to produce, to the end that we 
might do our part toward feeding the 
world. The requirement to feed the 
world that arose during the war is 
rapidly forcing the attention of thinx- 
ing men upon certain fundamental 
things that are necessary for success- 
ful agriculture. The same condition 
that forced our Association, or to state 
it more directly, the crisis of necessity, 
has forced the consuming public to 
consider the sources of food supply, 
and to realize that unless the farmer 
succeeds, the nation cannot succeed. 
The great mass of our people know 
but little about the fundamental 
things so necessary for the farmer's 
success. By success, I do not mean 
financial success alone, although this 
is an absolute necessity, I mean suc- 
cessful production, as well as pros- 
perity. 

Now that the war is won, we find 
throughout the world a demand tor 
dairy products, two-fold, yes, ten-fold 
greater than the supply. Europe has 
come to us with outstretched hands, 
every country in Europe, saying to 
us, “We must have milk; give us 
canned milk, give us dry milk, give us 
butter, give us cheese, give us dairy 
cows, give us animals to build up our 
dairy herds again.” 

Unless we stimulate the production 
of dairy products and increase our 
dairy animals far beyond anything in 
the past, we shall be utterly unable to 
supply this demand. We will supply as 
much of it as we can, because they are 
willing to pay practically any reason- 
able price for our livestock, and we 
will supply so much of it that our own 
resources will be exhausted. Then this

You may be interested to know that 
a conference of all the dairy interests 
was recently called at Washington, D. 
C. by the Food Administration. This 
conference was called for the purpose 
of considering ways and means of es- 
tablishing a uniform basis on which 
to adjust prices for milk, regardless ot 
whether same is to be used for market 
milk, condensery milk, butter or 
cheese, the idea being to use a uni- 
form feed and labor formula and then 
allow the proper differentials entering 
into the cost of producing these var- 
ious classes of milk. 

The plan, as outlined by the Food 
Administration, met with the approval 
of both the producing and manufactur- 
ing interests as every one today 
realizes that this country is con- 
fronted with a shortage of all classes 
of dairy products and the only way to 
stimulate production is to return to 
the dairymen a sufficient amount to 
pay him cost of production plus a rea- 
sonable profit, to eliminate waste in 
the production, manufacture and dis- 
tribution to the end that we may give 
these products to the consumer at the 
lowest possible price. This conference 
was made up of representatives of the 
producers’ organizations in sixteen 
states, together with representatives 
of all classes of manufacturers of 
dairy products throughout the United 
States. 

The purpose of our Association is to 
save the dairy industry by bringing 
forcefully and continually to the pub- 
lic mind the value and necessity of its 
products as human food, and also to 
show the producers the necessity of 
staying in the business and increasing 
production to meet the demand of a 
world market. Our Association is na- 
tion wide.

INTERESTED IN SHORT TIME 
TEST 


Editor World: 

I have been much interested in the 
discussion of the test question and was 
disappointed to see that there were no 
more that defended the short-time test 
than there were. 

It seems to me that the 7-day test is 
the small breeder’s only hope of dem- 
onstrating the worth and merits of his 
cattle, and while I wouldn’t question 
for a minute the greater merit of the 
long-time test, yet there are very few 
small breeders that could carry it out 
successfully. 

I was glad to see the article by Mr. 
Aitken. I think it was in which he 
gave us an idea as to how many men 
there were in the long-time work 
that did their own milking. I had 
been wondering about that very ques- 
tion and wondering if the champions 
of the long-time test would be so en- 
thusiastic about it if they had to milk 
three and four times per day by the 
year. I don’t censure them at all for 
hiring it done, but we can’t all do that 
and if there is no incentive for the 
small breeder to do any testing, then 
I fear that the purebred business 
would not continue to thrive and grow.

FIGURES ON DAIRY PRODUCTION 

During 1918 the dairy cow popula- 
tion of the United States remained al- 
most stationary. Gains were made in a 
few States, chiefly in the South, and 
decreases occurred in several States, 
while most of the States had about 
the same number of milk cows on 
January 1 of this year as the year be- 
fore. There was an increase during 
the year in the production of dairy 
products, as well as an increase in the 
consumption of milk in most cities. 
Table 6—.The trend of factory pro- 
duction of dairy products. 


A comparison of 1918 with 1917 
shows an increase in production of 50 
million pounds of creamery butter and 
a decrease of 20 million pounds of 
cheese. Condensed milk production, 
however, increased more than 300 mil- 
lion pounds. 

A comparison of 1918 with 1914 in- 
dicates that during the last four years 
a slight increase has occurred in the 
production of factory butter, amount- 
ing to only 7 million pounds. The pro- 
duction of cheese has decreased 25 
million pounds, and the condensed 
milk produetion has doubled, it hav- 
ing increased from 875 million pounds 
to 1,675 million pounds. The amount of 
milk required for this increase in Co..- 
densed milk is 2 billion pounds, which 
is more than half the quantity re- 
quired for all of the factory cheese 
made in this country. 

If Europe consumes during the com- 
ing year the prewar normal amounts 
of dairy products, it will be necessary 
to supplement domestic production 
and supplies received from countries 
other than the United States witb e..- 
ports from the United States. The 
necessity of European countries prac- 
ticing greater economy by purchasing 
from foreign countries very limited 
food supplies other than actual neces- 
sities, the high rates of exchange pre- 
vailing, the large use of dairy sub- 
stitutes, and probable lower normal 
rate of consumption than existed in 
prewar periods, are factors which will 
tend to limit possible exports of dairy 
products from the United States to 
Europe. 

It is even now difficult to se- 
cure definite information as_ to 
the number of dairy cattle 
killed in Europe during the war. 

Their products decreased enormously 
more than the number of cattle, owing 
to the lack of feeds and labor, but it 
is estimated that from 3 to 5 million 
dairy cows were destroyed during the 
five years of the war. Some of the 
neutral countries increased the num- 
ber of their dairy cows, and some of 
the warring nations had increased the 
humber of their dairy animals by the 
beginning of this year. Still it is prob- 
able that several years will be re- 
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quired for the counties of Europe to 
get back to their normal cow popula- 
tion—U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture.

CALIFORNIA APPRECIATES THE 
MILKING MACHINE 


The shortage of milkers has caused 
many dairymen to install milking-ma- 
chines, says Rural World and Western 
Empire, a California farm publication. 
Others have hesitated to make the 
change, fearing that their cows would 
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not do as well as when milked by 
hand and that numerous unsatisfac- 
tory results would follow. 

To determine the real value of the 
milking-machine on the average Cali- 
fornia farm the University Farm, at 
Davis, began a series of investigations 
and tests in 1915, and the results have 
just been published in bulletin Nu. 
311, by Prof. F. W. Woll. 

The conclusion reached is that the 
modern milking-machine is a practical 
and safe labor-saving device. There 
are now eight different makes on the 
market in this state any one of which 
may confidently be expected to do 
satisfactory work in the hands of a 
careful operator. 

Failures have been rather numerous 
in the past, the chief cause being that 
the owner did not fully understand the 
mechanics of the machine or appre- 
ciate the necessity of care in operating 
and keeping them clean, or of follow- 
ing up the milking promptly by care- 
ful stripping. Of late years, however, 
the failures have been greatly de- 
creased in number, as the machines 
have been further improved in sim- 


plicity and efficiency, and the condi- . 


tions for their successful operation 
have become better understood. 


Depends Upon the Operator 

It is safe to say that a dairyman whvu 
introduces machine-milking into his 
herd with any standard make of ma- 
chine is as much on trial as is the 
machine. The best remedy for failure 
in machine-milking is to become 
thoroughly familiar with the machine 
adopted, its adaptation to individual 
cows, and the requirements for keep- 
ing it in a mechanically perfect and 
sanitary condition. 

With the present scarcity: of reli- 
able, efficient milkers, and the higu 
cost of labor, feed and dairy supplies, 
the necessity of reducing the cost of 
milk production becomes greater than 
ever before. It is possible to do this 
by either or both of the following 
methods: By increasing the produc- 
tion of the dairy herd through culling, 
use of good pure bred sires and mo- 
dern methods of feeding and manage- 
ment, or by reducing the operating ex- 
penses of the dairy. The milking-m.- 
chine is an important aid in reducing 


these expenses. The days of hand- ’ 


skimming of milk are long gone by, 
and everything points to the fact that 
we have now entered upon an era of 
machine milking. It is the next step 
in the economical, efficient manage- 
ment of fair-sized or large dairies. 
Do Not Injure Udders 

Milking-machines, properly operated, 
do not injure the udders of cows or 
cause garget or other udder diseases. 
Udder troubles are often due _ to 
causes that are not in any way as- 
sociated with the method of milking 
practiced; they will occur at times in 
machine-milked as well as in hand- 
milked herds, although less frequently 
when ordinary care is taken in operat- 
ing the machine. The best way to 
avoid troubles of this kind in case of 
machine-milking is to remove the ma- 
chine as soon as no more milk comes 
down, and to finish the milking by 
hand without unnecessary 
Prompt and careful hand-stripping is a 
most important factor in successful 
machine-milking, even though the 
machine used leaves only very small 
amounts of milk to be stripped out.

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How to Select 

In the selection of the particular 
make of machine, a number of points 
should receive consideration besides 
first cost and nearness to service 
agency, such as cost of upkeep, de- 
preciation, simplicity of mechanism 
and of cleaning. The various machine, 
on the market differ considerably with 
regard to these points, and it is evi- 
dent that no one machine stands out 
above the others in all respects; also 
that any farmer with a fair degree of 
intelligence and resourcefulness need 
not hesitate to install a milking-ma- 
chine in his dairy if he keeps 20 or 
more cows. In many cases it may 
prove advantageous to adopt machine- 
milking also in dairies of 12 to 15 
cows, as it will make the owner less 
dependent upon or entirely indepen- 
dent of hired help. The actual saving 
in the cost of milking by machine over 
hand-milking is, however, greater in 
the case of large herds than with small 
ones and will, in general, be in propor- 
tion to the size of the herd. 

It has been shown that with proper 
care and with careful, prompt, hand- 
stripping, milking-machines will have 
no appreciable effect one way or the 
other on the dairy production of the 
cows or on the general welfare of the 
herd, but they will not long render 
satisfactory service with careless 
handling and lack of cleanliness. For 
this reason milking-machines are most 
likely to prove successful when 
operated by the owner himself or by 
help directly interested in their suc- 
cess,

The blood stream 
of the mother may carry an overdose 
of the toxic materials which are pres- 
ent by virtue of the character of the 
nutritive ration to that extent that 
the young is poisoned by its influence. 
It does not seem likely that the defect 
is due merely to the lack of calcium 
needed in building of bone, but that 
a more subtle action, such as this toxic 
effect, is probable. 

Oats fed with corn stover and other 
roughages carrying a high calcium 
content gave no trouble whatever. A 
good many of our grasses, such as 
June grass and timothy, as well as the 
straws, are low in calcium. Conse- 
quently, the importance of these as 
materials for roughage feeding of 
herbivora makes it highly desirable 
that this question be adequately 
studied. H. Steenbock has been study- 
ing the spinal cord of calves produced 
on this ration, and has found a marked 
absence or pronounced deficiency of 
the Nissl substance in the motor cells 
of the nerves, similar to the condi- 
tion described in the annual report of 
1916—Wisconsin Experiment Station.

All of us, I believe 1 
preciate in a general way the ir, e 
tance of milk epee 
as an article of diet 
As a health officer who has had 
something to do with milk for Several 
years past, I appreciate it not “ie 
as an article of diet, but an important 
item in the general health of the 
community. It is for these two rea 
sons—the value of milk as an article 
of diet, and its relation to health in 
all its aspects, that I and any health 
officer hold the matter of the milk 
supply of the community a matter of 
prime consideration. 
; The present consumption of milk 
in this country is to no inconsiderable 
extent the result of the work of the 
health officer. I will say that the 
health officer is in fact the milkman’s 
bondsman. I will say that if the 
health officers of this country do any- 
thing to discredit the use of milk the 
sale of milk is going to suffer very 
greatly. So that the health officer, in- 
stead of being looked upon as an 
enemy of the producer, or ag an 
enemy of the milk dealer, is as a 
matter of fact, one of his very best 
friends. I think the fact, that the 
health officers of this country are 
very generally able today to go before 
their respective communities and to 
say to those communities that the 
milk supply as a whole is safe (some 
of it is entirely safe; a small portion 
unsafe) the fact that they do guar- 
antee the milk supply of their com- 
munities is a testimony to the co- 
operation between the producer, the 
health officer and the retailer. 

We run across some interesting sit- 
uations occasionally in our work. I 
recall some time ago summoning a 
farmer to account for the high bac- 
terial count of certain milk that had 
been collected. He was an_ honest, 
hard-working farmer of the old 
school. He came in very much dis- 
tressed because we had found bacteria 
in his milk. He said someone had 
put those bacteria in after the milk 
left his farm because they never put 
anything in any milk that went off his 
farm. Our states of ignorance aie 
merely relative. All of you know 
what cream is, what butter fat is. 
The farmer knows that we all know 
it. It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge. So all of you know what pro- 
tein is. 

If you stop to think you will realize 
if you take the curd of the milk and 
strain it, a certain ash is left. That 
substance is the mineral matter of 
the milk. That goes to make up the 
bone and the teeth. So I might say 
facetiously perhaps we all know what 
the water in the milk is. The water 
in the milk is a normal constituent 
and is about as important as the rest. 
We all felt we knew very much 
about milk when we learned some- 
thing of the protein and of the min- 
eral matter end of the water and of 
the fat. Yet with respect to one mat- 
ter, until very recently, we were quite 
as ignorant as was that farmer who 
thought somebody must have put bac- 
teria in his milk. ;

Any medical man 
will tell you that while saccharine is 
sweet while it has the sweetening 
power of sugar and a very much 
stronger sweetening power, it is utter- 
ly devoid of the nourishing properties 
of sugar. It is not a substitute for 
sugar in any way, shape or form. 
We would all condemn the unregu- 
lated use of saccharine as an article 
of diet. When the papers in this 
case say use saccharine because doc- 
tors use it they are misleading the 
public. Doctors sometimes prescribe 
saccharine because the people are 
sick and cannot use sugar. This is 
one of the evils of our present life 
that our great grandparents were 
not exposed to. When it comes to 
studying your food supply and get- 
ting your information concerning it, 
it is always well to consider the 
source from which the information 
comes. 

An interesting aspect of the milk 
supply to all of the food supply is to 
consider, if you will the miracle of 
it all. We say the days of miracles 
have passed. Yet can anyone tell 
how anyone can take this milk and 
build out of that milk a strong, sturdy 
child, with energy, with heat, with 
muscle, with bone, with fat? After 
all we do live even at the present 
day, in an age of miracles.

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dairy industry after a few years will 
largely depend upon home consump- 
tion. Recent observations have led me 
to the conclusion that the majority of 
consumers are far from a proper ap- 
preciation of the value of milk for 
their children. Many problems of both 
the consumer and producer would be 
solved if there were means of getting 
the proper information to the con- 
sumer. 

Dr. Clyde L. King, Federal Milk Com- 
mission for the United States says: 
“Of the total amount spent on food, 
the average working family of five 
now spends about 10 per cent for milk 
as compared with 40 per cent for meat. 
If the advice of health specialists 
were followed, the amount spent for 
milk should approach 25 per cent of 
the total family expenditure for food. 
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This means that it is theoretically 
possible to double the demand for 
whole milk. A long line of chewing 
ancestors will, however, make all nor- 
mal adults prefer food they can chew 
to food they can drink. To double the 
demand for whole milk is therefore 
probably out of the question, but it is 
not impossible to increase its con- 
sumption far beyond what it now is.” 

We naturally depend to a large ex- 
tent upon the medical profession to 
stimulate the use of milk in the chil- 
dren’s diets. From some recent obser- 
vations we are not convinced that all 
doctors appreciate the importance of 
milk for children. It is quite obvious 
that there are few uniform methods 
used by doctors in the feeding of in- 
fants and children.

Grandmothers’ Remedy the Best 

Another example which would seem 
to show that some doctors do not fully 
appreciate the food value of milk 
came to my notice recently. A little 
boy of my acquaintance, now two and 
a half years of age, did not receive 
much milk from the time he was nine 
months old until lately. He did not 
thrive very well, and several months 
ago contracted a skin disease which 
became very troublesome. So far as 
I have been able to determine, his 
doctor did not inquire to find out how 
much milk he was getting, but pre. 
scribed several materials for healing 
purposes. The doctor said he must 
have got it from a returned soldier. 
The disease persisted for several 
months. The grandmother is at the 
boy’s home now and he is getting all 
the milk he will take. His skin disease 
has gone and he is doing much bet- 
ter. 

For the want of a child whom I 
know better than my own, a girl of 
little more than two years, I will take 
her for an example to show the food 
value of even Winnipeg milk. She 
was about seven months old when we 
came to Winnipeg, and was a bottle 
fed baby. Since she was not a delicate 
child, we did not buy certified milk for 
her, nor special milk, but rather ordin- 
ary pasteurized milk, that horribly 
abominable stuff, according to one doc- 
tor friend, that is sold in Winnipeg. 
At one year of age she was taking 
more than a quart of milk per day and 
I doubt if there is a more healthy child 
in the city. 

Dairymen should tell consumers 
that there is no substitute for milk, 
for butter, or for cheese. We may sub- 
stitute something for these foods, but 
that something will not be a substi- 
tute. An advertising campaign will 
cost money which must be raised with- 
in the dairy industry, but a very im- 
portant method, however, of spreading 
desired information which will not 
cost money is by word of mouth. Ev- 
eryone should become familiar with 
the facts regarding the food value of 
dairy products and then go about 
telling others. 

Funds for Advertising Dairy Products. 

Funds would probably have to be 
collected on a subscription basis. Per- 
haps an assessment system can be 
worked out. Everyone who is,at all 
connected with the dairy industry 
should be willing to give something. 
If money at the rate of ten cents per 
cow were obtained, it would amount to 
$30,000 or more in Manitoba alone. A 
dollar per cow wouid not be too much 
to aim at, to be spent over a period 
of years. A volunteer subscription list 
would probably be the best way to get 
the project started. 

Word of mouth is perhaps the best 
way to advertise the food value of 
milk and its products. Every dairy- 
man should become well armed for 
this purpose. Then I would like to see 
a good exhibit on the food value of 
milk, such as we have here at the

SHALL WE BREED OUR OWN 
DAIRY COWS? 


The question of whether we shall 
breed our own dairy cows or buy them 
from other farmers and dairymen jg 
discussed by R. B. Rushing in a re. 
cent issue of the Pacific Dairy Review 
While Mr. Rushing is referring more 
particularly to grade cattle, readers 
of the World can easily revise the 
figures given to apply to values of 
their own cattle: 

It is difficult to lay down any posi- 
tive rule that would apply with equal 
force to each individual case. Climate, 
soil, locality and the particular branch 
of the dairy business that is being 
practiced, all must be taken into con- 
sideration before we can decide upon 
a definite policy. The great object of 
every dairy farmer is to get cows 
which, with a given amount of food 
and care, will yield the best results 
at the pail. That is the whole question 
in a nutshell—the end, the point of the 
whole thing. How is the best way 
to bring it about? 

When we go into the dairy busi- 
ness we must have the cows. We 
may go to the city stockyards and 
buy them, or go through the country 
and secure them of farmers and 
dairymen as we Can, one or two in a 
place. In each way we are likely to 
secure about the same class of cows, 
unless we pay an extremely high 
price that the owner places upon his 
best cows, and even then the buyer 
cannot usually select the best cows, 
for their owners only care to sell the 
culls of their herds. When we buy 
of a dealer or at the stockyards, the 
same fact must be taken into ac- 
count, for he buys of the same or 
like farmers of which dairymen could 
buy. Therefore, when a dairyman 
buys his first herd of cows, he is 
placed at a great disadvantage, un- 
less he pays a price far beyond actual 
value of the cows for dairy purposes. 

To speak from the standpoint of 
the men who are producing milk for 
the city trade and finds it part of his 
business economy to buy his cows 
for use in the dairy, I shall try and 
point out some of the disadvantages 
of going out and buying dairy cows, 
also to point out some of the com- 
mon deficiencies found in cows that 
we buy for use in our dairy herds. 

We may buy a cow that to all ap- 
pearances will prove a good pro- 
ducer, but when she freshens we 
find that she is deficient in one 
quarter, perhaps in two, and then we 
have been “bamboozled” in the trade. 

Another may give bloody or ropy 
milk in one teat or two. Another is 
a low and hard milker. Another 
may turn out to be a confirmed kicker 
and kick over the pail and the man 
who is trying to milk her with it. 

The next one we think is a prize 
and we almost sympathize with 
“Jones” for selling her to us for 
fifty-five dollars, but when we sit 
down and milk her, her enormous 
udder appears just as large when we 
are through as when we began and 
we have only a small mess of milk.

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Some have garget, and some jump 
over every fence on the farm and 
lead the other cows into mischief 
Some suck themselves and some 
suck the other cows and are, there. 
fore, made a perfect nuisance about 
the dairy farm at any kind of a price 
Some give a large amount of bluish 
milk that is not profitable for butter 
and cheese and unfit to send to the 
city trade unless mixed with richer 
milk. Some are ugly and quarrel. 
some and drive their heads into 
every other animal on the farm, and 
are dear at any price even though 
they might turn a small profit at the 
milk pail. Now and then some lean 
and unpromising heifer that we had 
to take in order to close a deal for 
the most promising ones may prove 
an excellent individual if she ig given 
a chance in the world, and few and 
far between we may find some ex. 
cellent cows that are really worth 
more money, but their owner needs 
the money and is compelled to part 
with them. 

This has been part of my experi- 
ence in buying cows for the dairy, 
and it is the same problem with all 
dairymen who are following this line 
of the dairy business where they 
must depend upon buying a new 
cow. every time one is needed in the 
herd. If a man could always buy a 
good cow, even at an increased price, 
he would, no doubt, find it to hig ad- 
vantage to turn his whole attention 
solely to the production of dairy 
products. But such not always being 
the case, it becomes a very serious 
question of which is the best perma- 
nent policy for everyone to pursue. 

In the first place, let us consider 
the financial aspect of the matter. 

A really good cow will sell for 
from sixty to one hundred and fifty 
dollars in any prosperous dairy local- 
ity, at any time of the year. 

It has beeu my experience that we 
can grow a heifer up to the time she 
is ready to drop her first calf for 
less than forty dollars, and after that 
time she will pay her way if properly 
managed, and by the time she is 
ready to drop her next calf she will 
be worth at least ten to fifteen or 
twenty-five dollars more, that is, if 
nothing befalls her. 

This gives us the animal we want, 
at the time we want it most and it is 
reared under our own eyes and bet- 
ter adapted to our purposes than 
anything we could buy for mote 
money. 

Another item of great importance 
may be named in speaking of cows 
that are purchased. It is the home 
feeling which home-bred heifers or 
cows retain over those that are 
bought at random. Every dairyman 
knows that it requires weeks and 
often months for a cow to get accus- 
tomed to a new home and to new 
conditions. I have some cows that 
would not give more than half their 
usual amount for the first few weeks 
that they were in their new home. 
The cow is a creature of habit and 
when everything igs changed she is 
slow to take up with the new condi- 
tions. , 

When we consider the problem of 
growing our own calves for use ll 
our herds, we must first learn that 
the cow from which the young dairy 
heifer is to be bred must be in form, 
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nd demonstration and 
sppeatan ers. The bull to which 
is to be mated should be de- 
nded from a good milking family. 
~ preeder should be assured 01 
so a full knowledge of the 
alities of the ancestors, both 
d female, for a number of 
s. Fully as much of the 
roducing qualities are trans 
ed by the bull as by the cow. — 
By following up the use of im: 
roved sires for three or four gen- 
s we can improve the cows

By spending $72,000 to teach farm- 
ers how to avoid unnecessary waste 
in threshing, the government helped 
thirty-two states to save wheat last 
year.

Shall we call the farmer a profiteer 
because he sells his wheat at the fi- 
gure set by the government, or his 
corn and his cattle and cotton at the 
best price the market offers? Is the 
laboring man a profiteer because in 
this era of high prices he uses his or- 
ganizations to keep his wages on the 
same general level? Is the manufactur- 
er who finds his cost of labor and ma- 
terials mounting with his taxes to 
blame for selling his product for more 
than it used to bring? Or is it the re- 
tailer, the last man to pass on the 
growing burden to the shoulders of the 
“ultimate consumer,” that is the real 
profiteer? To ask these questions is 
to answer them. High prices are due 
to a score of causes. Perhaps one of 
the chief reasons is the generai 
cpinion that those causes will one by 
one cease to be effective; that a fall 
in prices is inevitable; and that the 
wise man is he who lays up what he 
can in anticipation of the years of 
diminishing profits that are to come. 
Conscious profiteering we believe to 
be rare, but this sort of reasoning we 
believe to be common. No one, busi- 
hess man or workman or farmer is 
willing to be the first to lower his de: 
mands, lest he find himself alone, fac: 
ing, with a contracting income, an un- 
changed scale of expense.—Youth ys 
Companion.

A SIMPLE RECIPE FOR LOW 
BACTERIA COUNT 

At the recent conference of County 
Agricultural Agents, Dr. R. S. Breed 
of the Geneva Experiment station, 
gave a most interesting account of 
the investigation work that he has 
seen doing to determine the most es- 
sential things in clean milk produc- 
tion. Dr. Breed is particularly quali- 
fied to work on this problem and be- 
cause of the fact that the Geneva Ex- 
periment Station has control of the 
milk supply of the city of Geneva, he 
has a practical field laboratory in 
which to dp his work. 

In his talk to the county agents, Dr. 
Breed brought out quite a number of 
new ideas in handling milk on the 
farms. Some of these were of minor 
importance. One, however, stood out 
as both an essential and a practical 
thing. “Thoroughly dried milk uten- 
sils,” said Dr. Breed, “are absolutely 
necessary to the production of milk 
with a low bacteria count.” He then 
explained how at milk receiving sta- 
tions, cans are sterilized with live 
steam; how in this process, some of 
the steam condenses, and how when 
the cover is clamped back on the can, 
this half teacupful of condensed steam 
collects at the bottom of the can as a 
breeding place for bacteria. He called 
the attention of the county agents to 
the practical test of this condition of 
Temoving the cover of the can and 
getting a whiff of the foul air inside. 
His recommendation was simple. It 
is practical. Universally followed, it 
will mean a great reduction in the 
bacteria count of milk. Simply remove 
the cover from the can and turn it 
upside down on a rack, preferably out 
in the sunshine to dry out thoroughly. 
—Dairymen’s League News.
